Paris, Sept. 2.—Enemies of Captain Drey- 
fus have today been trying to create a scare 
over a possible war with Germany. They 
gay that a revision of his case would lead 
to such an exposure of diplomatic intrigues, 
involving Germany, that the people of 
France could not be restrained. 

This view will not prevent the friends of 
Dreyfus moving for his. release. / | 

Sentiment in favor of revision is steadily 
increasing. La Presse, which hitherto has 
been a most virulent anti-Dreyfus organ, 
admits that revision is preferable to a con- 
tinuance of the present agitation. 

Mme. Dreyfus, like Zola, is hiding some- 
where in the country, and all information 
as to her whereabouts is denied, but I can 
state thab in the course of a recent ‘inter- 

view with her she said: 

™t“A revision would be a step in the direc- 
tion of justice, but it would not be justice. 
The annulment of my husband’s sentence is 
what justice demards, for then he could not 
be tried again, and perhaps be made the 
victim of a second conspiracy, for which his 
persecutors have far stronger motives than 
for the first.” ; ‘ 

Feeling is rising against War Minister 
Cavaignac. He is charged with delay, so 
that outraged public feeling may have time 
to cool, and he can avoid extreme measures 
against the conspirafors. :

‘®The blame for this condition of affairs, 
if blame is to be attached, I do not pretend 
to fix. Criticism of the Secretary of War for 
this and similar conditions in other camps 
and hospitals is not, I take it, proper or be- 
coming. He cannot be familiar with the

States or be in personal touch with all the 
minute details|' of camp and hospital life.

TIME OF CZAR’S CONFERENCE. 


Report That the Meeting Will Be Held 
a Month Aftér the Spanish-Ameri- 
can Commissioners Adjourn. . 


Berlin, Sept. 2.—It is the intention of Rus- 
sia, according to reliable information ab- 
tained by the correspondent here of the As- 
sociated Press, to convene a peace confer- 
ence a month after the adjournment of the 
Spanish-American peace conference. 

London, Sept. .2—The Westminster Ga- 
gette this afternoon announces that al- 
though, owing to the absence of the Marquis 
‘of Salisbury, Great Britain has not yet 
formally replied to the Czar’s peace note, 
the British Ambassador at St. Petersburg 
has already communicated in cordial terms 
the hearty sympathy with which the note 
was read by the acting Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Mr. Balfour, the First Lord of the 
Treasury. When the Marquis of Salisbury 
replies to the note, the Westminster Ga- 
zette continues, he will hail with satisfac- 
tion and delight the Czar’s initiative, assur- 
ing him of the determination of her Majes- 
ty’s advisers to codperate heartily in pro- 
moting his great aim. ' 

St. peteraburs, Sept. 2.—The Novoe 
Vremya, replying to criticisms of the Czar’s 
peace note, interprets them as meaning that 
the “ powers are to-maintain the relative 
positions they now occupy and together seek 
the means of rendering unnécessary the ex- 
pensive and purposeless armaments which 
are ruining all nations.””

W. C. Watrous, who registered at the 
Auditorium from Dawson City yesterday, 
made the somewhat surprising statement 
that the weather cf yesterday was cool 
and pleasant as compared-with the summer 
ps they have at the Klondike metrop- 
olis. 

‘“‘Our summers up there are not long,” 
he said, ‘‘ but while they are in operation | 
they produce a quality of weather com- 
pared with which this kind of weather is 
really quite cool. It is no uncommon thing 
up there to have a temperature of from 
105 to 107 degrees, and, when it is consid- 
ered that the ‘sun shines practically the 
whole day long, some idea may be had of 
what we have to-@ndure. Innumerable 
mosquitoes and flies also contribute to make 
life miserable. This hot weather sets in 
about the middle of July and keeps up for 
a month, and it makes a man marvel that 
he ever had any use for the furs and other 
heavy clothing that he is forced to wear 
during the long winter months. be

of sleeping through what would orflinarily 
beconsidered daylight hours and being about 
during the night hours.

‘* Marion Munger room,’’ the excess to be 


used for such purposes as they desire for the

The original will was drawn Oct. 10, 1893,

Woodruff. Mr. Woodrutf died at 6:40 this 
morning. He had been trcubled with kidney 
complaint for some time, and went to the 
Pacific coast for the improvement of his 
health about a month ago.

STRIKE AT 
‘THE FORT.| 


B Troop Declines to Fall In 
at Fatigue Call for Clean- 
| ing Duty. 


| COMPLAIN OF HARD WORK 


Threat of Reténtion in Camp In- 


duces Them to Obey the 
Sergeant’s Order. 


FINE FOR A CAVALRYMAN. 


‘When fatigue call was sounded in the 
camp of the First Illinois Volunteer Cavalry 
at Fort Sheridan yesterday morning B troop 
politely and quietly, but firmly declined to 
fall in. The First Sergeant stormed and 
threatened everything from nine years at 
Fort Leavenworth to shooting af sunrise, 
but the troopers still declined to take any 
part in the cleaning up operation of the 
camp. They sat in their tents and pointed 
out to the First Sergeant that he erred in 
assigning them too large a district.to look 
after. They said that while other troops 
had only their company streets to police, B 
troop had been ordered to clean from its 
tents to the lake. | 

The First Sergeant gave it up and reported 
Captain Hills came down 
to the troop street and said: 

‘**Not a man leaves this camp until this 
district is properly cleaned.”’ 

The prospect of not going home was a 
worse punishment than Fort Léavenworth. 
The men held a business meeting and de- 
cided to call the strike off. They took up 


their baskets and rakes and reluctantly’ 


went out to war against the uncleanliness: 
of the camp. 


Ill-Feeling at the Fort. 


The action of B troop is a fair index of the 
feeling at the fort. The troopers are wild 
to get back to their homes and their busi- 
ness, and they have an impression that an 
attempt is being made to defer their de- 
parture so that the termination of the leave 
of absence will occur at just the right time 
to bring them back to Chicago to participate 
in the peace jubilee. 

The untidy condition of the camp at Fort 
‘Sheridan ever since the cavalry went into 
it has been a thorn in the side of Colonel 
Young, who was famed at Camp Thomas 
for having the cleanest camp of all the 
seventy or eighty regiments encamped 


there. Colonel Albert Hartsuff, chief med- | — 


ical officer of the Department of the Lakes, 
sent to the camp yesterday his report of the 
tour of inspection he had made the day pre- 
vious. It is understood the report severely 
criticised the untidyness of the camp and 
the.utter disregard by most of the men of 
sanitary regulations.
